No. I. 

To the'Rev. Prebendary Scrivener, D.C.L. 

Dear Dr. Scrivener—Eight years and upwards have glided by 
since I addressed to you the lust of a series-of one-and-twenty 
letters concerning Manuscript Lvangelia in Foreign Libraries . 
You were so good as to assure me at the time that you found 
in those letters much that was serviceable for the second edition 
of your Introduction to the Critic ism of the Neiu Testament, then 
in progress. Recently you have encouraged mo to believe that 
you will be equally glad of any additional information I may 
have since collected on the same subject; for (as I rejoice to 
learn) a third edition of the same great work is already m the 
printer's hands, Hence, the present series of letters, which will 
be far briefer than the last. 

Sinoe I became a Dean it has ceased to be in nay power to visit 
foreign libraries, in furtherance of our favourite study—yours 
and mine. A time there was when I cherished the hope of 
making myself person ally acquainted with every extant sacred 
codex—wherever it might happen to lie perdu ; but the libraries 
of Southern Italy and of Spain, of Austria and of Turkey, are 
likely to reserve their treasures for more fortunate inquirers 
than myself. It does not follow, however, that I must be 
altogether inactive m this field, because I cannot cultivate it on 
quite so grand a scale as I once desired. I remind myself that 
there arc unexplored treasures here at home, with which, as an 
Englishman, I am bound in the first instance to make myself 
acquainted; and before i lay down my pen, it will be seen that 
oho may have something interesting to oommonfcate concerning 
manuscripts deposited in libraries which yet one has never been 
able to visit in person. You will understand, however, that it is 
primarily of our insular resources that I am about to speak. 
Above all, I am anxious to explain that my supremo anxiety is 
not so mnch to break up fresh ground and to swell the number 
of extant codices, as to promote a more accurate acquaintance 
with those which have come to light already. A few words on 
this subject will not be misplaced at the outset. 

I find it impossible to express the annoyance with which, turn 
which way I will, I discover that such wondrous little pains seem 
to have been hitherto taken bo make the fonndatioBri of this 
department of sacred science secure. Our chief uncial manu¬ 
scripts confessedly have been elaborately described and collated : J 
but with the exception of such of the cursive codices ns C. 1** 
Mafcthsei and F. H. Scrivener have taken under their special 
protection, we are still sadly a-field. The discovery is perpetually 
made that what has been described and registered as a copy of 
the Gospels (“ Evangelimn ”) is in reality a book of proper 
Lessons (“ Evangeliariutn ”), or vice versd. Of this I remember 
furnishing you, with several instances when I addressed you last. 
In consequence, Nos. 321, 322, 325, 327, 328 have had to be 
removed from our list of Evangelia. On countless occasions no 
pains have been taken so to describe a codex as to ensure that it 
shall be capable of being clearly reoognised—much less that it 
shall be capable of being identified with certainty—at the end of 
many years. 
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Lot tno hope that I do not stand alone when I confess to a 
sense cf downright ehame when I survey the actual description a 
of not a few of our mtrnn script a. It oonatantly happens. In fact, 
that tlioso precious objects are not deaoribed at aU j hat ara 
designated by a number, which tells one nothing; followed by a 
shot at the date, and a cabalistic memorandum, (always imperfect, 
um l often inaccurate,) aa to the contents. Well aware am I that, 
unless some hoars can be devoted to a sacred codex, one is seldom 
able to flay anything about it that shall be wqvth rending. Bat 
those who have examined a few hand red s pec i mobs will bear me 
witness that they are for the most part capable of at least 
wlffrml classification; may generally be referred to somo known 
type. Would you bare six? or seven? car eight of these classesr 
Ton will, I think, agree with me that it would bo very helpful in 
this way to know something about a MS., by merely referring to 
the account of it in a catalogue. On the other band, of what po&- 
siblo use to anybody can it be to find oodioee enumerated after the 
fashion of Evan. 265 to Evan, 27 2? The first of those eight Evangel m 

_(Sleg. 66, a grand 4to)— seemed to mo to contain an important 

text. The two next (Hog. 67 and 69) are beautifully written, are 
very ancient, and look &h if they would repay diligent examination. 
The next (Reg. 73), in double columns, is a truly grand specimen j 
the Eueebiuu apparatus at the beginning superbly executed. An 
interesting feature of this codex is that it was never finished ; 
be nee, (I have never seen the same thing elsewhere), the pictures 
of the four Evangelista are only sketched in ink. The next 
(Reg. 74) is a charming 4te-> in glorious ancient binding, once the 
property of Henri IV. It ia full of exquisite archaic representa¬ 
tions of Gospel incidents—a very uncommon feature. Tho last 
loaf of St. Luke ia missing. Reg. 75, though leas beautiful 
externally than the others, is said to exhibit a peculiar text. But 
iu fact of the many hundred sacred codices I have hitherto 
examined I cannot remember one which, on careful study, did 
not exhibit some noteworthy peculiarity t and the foregoing eight 
treasures arc described almost as unceremoniously as th© lots in 
a sale of worthless effects— 1 " A. parch meut book"Another 
ditto* 11 It seems te me, at aU events, discreditable that we should 
keep on indicating tho manuscript rarities in the Vatican, for 
example, by sianiters only, without the slightest attempt to ascer¬ 
tain the character of each separate codex ; to indicate the quarter 
of Christendom where it would seem to have been produced j or 
indeed to record anything at all about its in dividual charac¬ 
teristics. At least three.fourth of our manuscripts— for any use 
they are to ns—might at this time every bit as well be preserved 
at Nova Zambia or in the island oF Japan. TVfto is to 1 magi no 
from what is related by Birch and by Scholl concerning Evan. 176, 
(Basil. 152, in the Vatican,) that the text is aa extraordinary aa 
tho engraved specimen Furnished by Rian ohim shows that it is? 
Hero, for your inspection, are the first two verses of St. Mark's 
Gospel 
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Bat even this ia nob all. The very record of what a codex 
contains 00 often proves to he incorrect that a mnm of, in security 
becomes at last habitual to a careful reader. Thus Schols—(who, 
by the way, is a grievous offender iu this-line)—tbongh ho pro¬ 
fesses to have f * collated select places 11 in Evan. 394, emits to 
state that fi Yalkoella F 17 n contains the entire N&w Testament, 
which, nevertheless, Blanching {ia the account he gives of the 
codex, p, 531,) assures ns is the case. In this way it conies to pass 
that one witness to the text of the Apocalypse has been hitherto 
kept out of eight. On the other hand, the same Bohol h cites Vat. 

3GO for the whole New Testament,— although Birch (who examined 
this codex with great attention) twice declares expressly that it ia 
vjitlwut the Apocalypse. Concerning the extraordinary Evan. 

157, neither Birch nor Sckolz have been careful to inform us that 
it is dated a.t>. 1128; although the former is very large (aa well 
he might be) in his description of a MS. which he ranked next to 
Cod. B in importance.^ 

Then, again, codicss are frequently described as “ last” which 
on inquiry are nevertheless discovered to be existing in perfect 
safety; while others,—(aa Evan. 272, which has been missing since 
1S48),—are spoken of as if they were safe, which yet have long 
since disappeared from their places, I was so happy ns to be 
able to rehabilitate not a few in my former letters. Let rae 
introduce here a notice of one more,—which you will hear about 
with pleasure, 

Concerning Evan. 121 (described as f< OUm Parismus bibtioihecm 
$* Geac/siva”), Sohok says <f Where this codex is now lurking 
I have been unable to discover. This at least is certain, that it 
neither exists m the library of St, Geuevifcve, nor in the Boy at 
library.” And yet,—(I am Indebted for the information to 
M. Denis, librarian of Sfc. Genevieve}—it proves to be even more 
certain that the codex ia perfectly safe. It consists of 241 
leaves, of which, the last twelve exhibit a table of proper Lessons, 

The volume is marked A. o, 34; the date ia 1284—(riot 1254 as 
Tisoliendorf wrongly reports),—and the lacuna is occasioned by 
the loss of one entire quaternion of leaves. 

While on this subject, I will add that lf Paul 247 ” in the same 
library,^(beautifully written and elaborately illuminated),— 
consists of 132 leaves, and is found to contain the Catholic 
Epistles as well aa those of St. Paul, Same name like ? 

appears in silver letters on fob 1 surrounded by a wreath of 
laurel The codex is known in the Library as A, o ( 55. For all 
the foregoing details I am indebted to the learned Hellenist, 

M, Bnolle, who is connected with the library of St, Genevieve, 
at Paris. 
















































































Then further, there haDgg a mystery over certain codioes which 
one would gladly be instrumental in clearing up, if one might. 
In one such difficulty I have a personal - interest. You will 
remember that Scholz, through inadvertence, sets down Meertnan’s 
cod. 117, first as “Evan. 436,” than as “ Evst. 153.” In an Evan- 
gelium which came to me some years ago, I found a letter (dated 
1827) from Thorpe, the bookseller, stating that Bohn had bought 
that volume “/rom the Meerman collection ,” and sold it for 120Z. to 
your predecessor at Hendon, the Rev. Theodore Williams. What 
was I to infer from this but that “ Evan. 436 was right,” and 
<£ Evst. 153” wrong? and, further, that “ the English bookseller to 
whom ‘ Meerman 117’ had been traced in 1824” was either Bohn 
or else Thorpe? On obtaining access, however, to a priced copy 
of the sale catalogue of the Meerman library, I find that he 
possessed but one Evangelium, which is now in the library at 
Leyden; and, further, that No. 117 was an Evangelislerixm 
which was purchased by Payne, the bookseller, for 2001. Its 
present owner, whoever he may be, must therefore be in possession 
of a very Bumptuous codex. It follows from all this that the 
Evangelium I call mine has to be added to your list of novelties; 
and that “436” (the number assigned by Scholz to the Evan¬ 
gelium desoribed by Montfaucon at p. 295 of his Palasogmphia 
Qrseca afi existing in the library of the Jesuit College at Clermont)— 
must continue to designate an Evangelium of which also the 
present whereabouts is unknown. I propose to explore this 
matter further, but this is as much as up to this instant, I have 
been able to discover. 

Let me, in conclusion,enjoy the real gratification of vindicating 
the accuracy of the laborious German with whom one has so 
often hud to find fault, in one particular where ho has (reason¬ 
ably enough) been suspected of error, but where, happily, he is 
proved to have been perfectly correct. The oldest dated Evan¬ 
gelium extant (it has been confidently appealed to as such since 
the days of Moutfaucon) was considered to be Evan. 78 [Paris 70], 
which in a comparatively modem hand is claimed for a.d, 964. 
But in the monastery of St. Saba, near the Dead Sea, Scholz 
relates that he found an Evangelium 129 years older—viz., 
bearing the date of May 7th, a.d. 835. The accuracy of Scholz* 
Statement, however improbable it may sound, is established by 
the discovery that this very MS., having found its way from 
Palestine to Russia, is at this instant the property of Porphyrins 
Uspensky, Bishop of Kiow. You may convince yourself of the 
fact by inquiring for Exempla Oodicum Gr&corum, (fol. Heidelberg 
1878,) and turning to Tab. I., where a photograph fac-simile of the 
dated page is most unmistakably exhibited. The work is edited 
by W. Wattenback and Adolphe von Velsen, A copy is preserved 
in the manuscript room at the British Museum.

SACRED GREEK CODICES AT HOME AND ABROAD, 
No. II. 

To the Rev. Prebendary Scrivener, B.C.L. 

Dear Dr. Scrivener—I d my former letter I explained my anxiety 
to obtain tidings of certain sacred codices supposed to be lost;— 
to clear up the many little mysteries which are still connected 
with not a few;—to enlarge, and yet more to rectify the descrip¬ 
tion which has been given ue of by far the greater number. In 
this spirit let me tell you something about the long 'lost codex,— 
Evan. 64, which two years ago, by his lordship’s favour, I was so 
happy as to recognise in the library of the Marquis of Bute. 

This is Mill’s “ Usser. 2,”—which Brian Walton designates as 
“ Em ./ 1 1 suppose because it seemed to him to be the earlier portion 
of a copy of the Acts and Epistles (Acta 53) preserved at 
Emmanuel College, Cambridge. Mill himself is found to han 
accepted this view of the matter, for in the table prefixed to hip 
great work he explains “Em.” to signify,—“ Codex Evangeliorum 
olirn Collegii Emmanuelis.”* That this copy of the Gospels and 
that copy of the Acts are alike very email tomes, is undeniable : 
but they were never parts of the same copy. The writing of the 
Evangelium is considerably larger,-—exhibiting 18 lines in a page 
and 24 letters in a line, against 17 lines in a page and 30 letters 
in a line. On the other hand, what Walton calls “Em.” is cer¬ 
tainly the same codex which Mill oalls “ Usser . 2.” Strange to 
relate, nothing proves this more effectually than the very blunders 
which have been occasionally made by the collators of the manu¬ 
script,—a matter of which I will speak immediately. Let me 
first describe the codex. 

It was originally a i&ingle volume, 2§in, thick, consisting ol 
440 leaves: bub was bound {in red morocco) about 150 years ago, 
into two volumes, and lettered at the back “ Greek manuscript of 
the Gospels.” Though the codex suffered in binding, the mutila¬ 
tion has not been excessive. The actual size of the pages is 
4|in. by 3§in. It begins with the letter to Oarpian, the 
Eusebian Tables and the titles of the xt<pdkcax t all beautifully 
executed. The sections noted in the margin of St. Matth. (executed 
in gilded letters and subscribed with carmine references to the 
Canons) aruonnfcto 357: of St. Mark, to the unusual number of 241 * 
of St, Luke, to only 339; of St. John to 232. At the end, on 
fourteen leaves, are a Synaxarium and an Eclogadion, both 
beautifully executed. Without either pictures or elaborate 
ornamental headings, this codex is remarkable for the great 
beauty, precision and skill with which it has been written. It is 
indeed one of the choicest and most obarmiDg specimens I have 
ever examined. There is no colophon at the end of any Gospel, 
but a note of some sort at the end of,St. John (fol. 425) has been 
erased. The oodex was elaborately prepared for ecclesiastical 
use ; the introductory formula of every separate seotion being 
inserted in the body of the text, besides the usual and 

rikos. The formula referred to (generally abounding in con- 
tractions) is written in a somewhat minuter hand in carmine 
gilded, so as to be the more readily distinguishable from the 
actual text. On one occasion (viz., at St. Math. vi. 22) this pre¬ 
caution having been neglected, Mill records the reading as 
follows,— 1 “Tore eTstsv o Kuptog- o kv%vo$, Usser. 2. Em”: whereas, 
according to Brian Walton, Ussher read the last words of 
ver. 21, — “vpuv. tWiv a Xpttrro$.” The plain fact (as you may

Bnt a good deal is explained by the record concerning the great 
Irieh Primate that “ in the winter evenings he constantly spent 
two hours in comparing of old MSS. of the Bible, Greek and 
Latin, taking with lua own hand all the tectfones of each.”* 

to come to grief; espsciaUy when done with a heart-ache. 

Most of the mistakes discoverable in Dasher's contribution to 
the Bnpplement to Brian Walton's Poiyglott proceed from want, 
of skill in deciphering manuscripts. AU must admit that some¬ 
times the method of the scribes is perplexing; but then those 
who propose to make their observations public ara bound tho¬ 
roughly to master the interesting problem first, On the other hand, 
let it be plainly stated that 0. F. Malthaei and yourself have set 
ua an example of accuracy in this department, which it never 
entered into the heads of the men of old time to aim at.— 

‘Tmz*P in MS* Em* deest,’* is Usobev’s remark on St. Matt i- 6 s yet 
the clause is there, plainly enough, although (sic) is written 

rather queerly.— He says that ia foand in ix. 18; yet is it iff

19; as well as for 
reading {etill withD) riviXiwwin St, John xtx.2S—it is perceived 
how easily a misstatement may become a serious matter. It is 
impossible to isolate too completely such falsa witnesses to the 
inspired text as oodd, B D, 

It is not (hen so much the insufficiency of the collations which 
have been hitherto made of this codex which surprises mo, as 
their inaccuracy. Ami yet* a very large proportion of its variants 
(about half, I suspect) have escaped the notice of Dasher, 
Dodwell, Bnlkeky, and perhaps others, whose observations appear 
in the apparatus ut foot of Mill's pnges. Out of about sixty 
variants in the first five chapters of St, Mark's Gospel only 
twenty-six are noticed either as found ia u Em**' or as found in 
tf Dsfisr. 2," or in both. But then, as I said, the work, Imc 
been very inaccurately done, A fair sample is supplied by 
St. John xvi, 19,— of which Mill relates that u EmJ' and ‘ J Uss&r.

and & with a flourish), for vra ?.—Then further, the many aeriong 
omissions (of tbo kind called IfMtwfatorjf) are observed to cor¬ 
respond iu “ Em.” and in “ Usser. 2.” —In explanation of certain 
of the occasions when these two are diversely cited, it may be 
as well to explain that Ussher must certainly have confused his 
collations of Evan. 64 with his collations of D (" Cant” as he 
oalls it) : so often is he observed to cite " Cant. Em.” together: 
—D indeed rightly, but Evan. 64 wrongly. I refer to such places 
as St. Luke xi. 11 and 53 : xii. 11: xv. 24, 

This copy belongs, I suppose, to the twelfth or thirteenth 
century. One of its peculiarities is that it exhibits over the 
second, third, or fourth letter in every proper name of a person 
(not of a place) a little waved stroke. It further indicates the 
commencement of a xitya'kmm by a bar between two points 
above the initial word—thus -h. The text is continuous throughout 
each Gospel—not broken up, I mean, into paragraphs. The lest 
verse of St. John ("Em St . , . kpfa + + -f ) occupies 

(strange to say) exactly the same place as in Evan. 63—namely, 
it stands alone at top of the right hand page of the open book,— 
fol. 425a. 

It only remains to give the historyjof this interesting manu¬ 
script. Its earliest recorded possessor was Dr. Thomas Goad, 
who died in 1638; but some previous proprietor of the volume 
has preserved in the margin of the early pages a memorandum of 
the letters lost by contraction: thus petpt—as; —them 

<poj%y<p — this : xatetr — is. Next, it became the property of Arch¬ 
bishop Ussher, and remained his till the time of his death in 1656. 
Was it he who indicated the the modern division into chapters in 
the margin? " Jo. Jones ” is written on a blank leaf of the codex 
(the last) as another owner, in what seems to be a hand of the 
seventeenth century. In 1728, facing the Epistle to Carpian some 
Greek possessor of the MS. apparently, has written larowov (sic) 
r.^npu M *4 irtvs which must b© intended to repre. 

sent u May 25 th a.s. 1728. 11 For a few years, ending 

1742, (as you know) the codex was m the Dublin library. About 
a quarter of a century later it belonged to James Yersohoyfe, 
afterward? the excellent Bishop of Killala (1793—1834) 
born in 1743, Next (vfo., during the third quarter of the 
last century) it is proved to have been in the library of John, 
Earl of Moira (created 1761, died 1793), by the book.plate of that 
nobleman which remains inside the cover. Thence it came to 
the Earls of Huntingdon, with whom it continued for two genera¬ 
tions, Finally, at the sale of the Doimingtou Park library, it was 
pnrehafled by the Marquis of Bute, its present possessor, to whose 
liberality and kindness I am indebted for the opportunity of 
carefully examining and collating it. I recognised tfc by the 
reading at St. John viii. 8—viz., “ Wrote upon the ground the sins 
of each one of them” —a reading which I believe always indicates 
a copy with an unusual text.

Dear Dr. Scrivener—In proceeding now to call your attention 
to between sixty and seventy sacred codices which will have to 
be added to those mentioned in your u let me hope 

that I eh all enjoy the good fortune to have you'with rae in the 
opinion I have Jong entertained that the time h m fully corae for 
assigning definite numerical designations to the many copies 
having a fixed Jews which have become known to us since the 
time of Scholsc. T7iuf laborious man, in 1830, raised the number 
of our known Evangelia— (noons is better acquainted with the 
circumstance than yourself)—from 237 to 469 ; as Griegbach, in 
1777—173d, had raised the number from 112 to 236. But the 
last fifty yeara have introduced to our notice at least 180 
Evangel in more: and I am persuaded that 1 am correctly inter¬ 
preting the experience of every student in this department of 
sacred science when I declare that referring bo these by such 
ponderous designations as "Middle-Hill 13975, ,J " B.H. Additional 

193S9,”—or even ns " Tenet. 1. xxxiv./* « Ambros. M, 48 sap.," _ 

has become simply impracticable. This is not nearly all, however. 
The mere attempt opens the door to perpetual mistakes. For 
my own part, I find it a measure of necessity to employ seme 
conciso v method. Let the MSS., once for ever, be correctly 
designated and sufficiently described; and then "Evan./' 
followed by ft numeral which cannot extend to mAe then three 
places of figures, will suffice to send a student without difficulty 
or risk to the MS. intended. 

On the other hand, what I am about to do is not (more 
ScholziaiiQ} to run up a list from which subsequent research will 
have to make serious deductions. To assign a number to every 
Evangeiinni which has been anywhere heard of since 1830, would 
indeed result iti a gratifying total of 650 codices in place of tho 
actual 469. But it is not thus that I desire to see the work 
proceed. Help me, pray, to build with materials which will last 
aa long as these studies are oultivafced by mankind. 

Wo shall, 1 trust, be agreed, then, that it ia undesirable for 
every reason to assign (as Schob did not hesitate to do) permanent 
numbers to those saored codices which travellers relate that they 
were shown In the monastic libraries of the East. Let a very 
careful account be carried away of those pro cions objects, by all 
means: bat experience has shown that travellers seldom find it 
practicable to draw np snch a description of a single codex aa 
will guffica for its identification after many days, and be in 
itself of the least practical use, A visitor to the same monastery 
can never depend,^as when he visits a pnblio library at Romo, 
rana, London —on being shown any particular manuscript that 
he inqmrea for. Not only so, but it is observable that it is

Miscell. 17 (D infr. 2, 21), once Humphrey Wanley’s, was 
bought in 1776 by Sam. Smalbroke, Canon of Lichfield, who 
writes—“ Nunc o'ctogenarius libeuter do'donoque,” &c. “ Jiiuii 

die 4°, natalibio meo, A.D. 1800.” This very interesting little 
codex (5iin. by 4) will be Evan 484. 

Miscell, 141, I call Evan. 485. Arum, (but little Eus, and 
scarcely any ap% and rsx.) Mut. Jo. xxi. 3 — 24, This codex is 
small (6^in. by 41), and very prettily written.. 

' Evan. 486, Bodl. Miscell. gr. 293 (Auot. T. V. 34), [xiii] is a 
small 4to.

Next will come the nine Lambeth Evangelia which you have 
made useful as well as famous, and which you describe at pp. 210 
and 212 of your “Introduction” —viz., Lamb. 1175 (a sci; ), 1176 
(b 3Cr ), 1177 (c 3CV ), 1178 (d 5CV ), 1179 (© SCf ), 1180 (v scl ), 1192 (f acr ), 
1255 or C 4 (u scr ), 1350 (t scl ‘). They will be severally *Evaun. 509, 
*510, *'511, *512, *513, *514, *515, *516 and *517. Concerning 
these, let me be allowed to refer unlearned readers to your Full 
and exact Gollation of about 20 Greek MSS. of the Gospels, —1853. 

Evan. 518 will indicate the fragment of the Gospels at Sion 
College (p. 219), which may be of the fourteenth century. 

The Evftugdmm in the University Library at Edinburgh 
(p, 213) will be Evan. 519,—The three at Glasgow Q 7.9, Q 7.10, 
and S 8,141,—will be severally Evann. 520, 521, and 522. 

Evan. 523 [XIII.] will indicate an Evangelinm in the Blenheim 
collection (Blenheim 3 B 14),—a nice bright, clean copy (4to) 
written with very black ink.

Through the liberality and kindness of the JSusrl of Leicester, 
I am able to give you some account of the two precious Evangelia 
you refer to at p. 216 of your “Introduction.” Evan. 524. will indL 
cate “ Hoikhnm 3 11 [xm.], which is $ truly interesting 4to. of 
183 leaves- Note, that four of them have beerj misplaced; and 
require to be read in the following order: fob 81, 84, 85, 82, 83, 
80. The pages measmre S^in. by GJ, and have never been cropped, 
though the codex is in modern blue morocco binding. This 
Evungelium is beautifully written in long lines, of which there are 
27 in a page. Not withstanding the painted Eusebian tables at the 
beginning, the sections (A mm.) aro not subscribed j and, singular 
to relate, the latest of them in Matthew is 323,^ —in Mark, the 
last two are 227 and 231,—in Luke the last is 3G9, and iu John 210. 
It is really a superb MS. of extraordinary interest,— ia cause* 
quenoe of the many singular representations it oont&ius of Scripture 
subjects i though some of these have experienced injury. Besides 
fine pictures of the Evangelists and gorgeous headings, we find 
exhibited before St. Matthew's Gospel,—(1) St, John Baptist 
preaching, and (2) the call of Andrew and Peter. Before St 
Mark,—(1) the healing of the leper, and (2) of the paralytic; 
(3) the giving of eight to the blind, and (4) Zacchoens in the 
eyoamore; (5) the Baptism ; (G) tbe miracle of the five loaves; 
(7) the Transfiguration , and (8) the anointing of our Loud's feet. 
Before St. Luke,— (1) the Agony in the garden ; (2) the raising 
of Lascarus; {3) the triumphal entry into Jern sale m. Before St.

Evan. 525 [xiii] fl Holkhaui 2fo, 4/' is a very finely written Afco., 
of 352 leaves, of nearly the same dimensions as the; preceding (Si 
6fr) t but quite different in style, it has beautiful pict with 
gorgeous headings of the Gospels: t/Va. (Matthew, Loire, and 
John in gold) at the beginning and throughout the volume. 
The codex hue been adopted for Church use, with fcp%. and via.

(and they are alike exquisite specimens) contain the troubling 
of the pool, and the pmcqpe dc adults.

In the foregoing remark**, indued throughout' these let tar a, it 
will be Dated (perhaps noted <ieTi&OTibaaly) that l team'to have 
much to say ftbont the ax terns! features of snored codiaa ; little 
or nothing about their content*which, after all, In obviously 
tbe on ly matter of r puI imporUvtieo, to m, i ■ <f u 11 men, will notici* 
pate every word 1! am about to offer in ojcpimmiion : viz., that it 
is seldom possible; by davcling merely a tew hour* to an Evan¬ 
gelism,— suppose a whole morning,—to 1m vo anything worth 
repeating to teport concerning t lirohAractet of its Text* True, 
that. I ahvays examine each of the Evangelists In about twenty 
placee. But than it jk equally true that I seldom find a variant 
worth recording. On the other hand* by the oominou consent of 
all manuscripts, I find vixfebi iyilfin (inSt. Matthew x. 8) always 
away,—so that I think ft enough to preserve a private retierd of 
every fresh witness. Most mi Heading, let me note in passing, is 
TischendorPfl record that twelve uncials and “upwards of 150 ’* 
Cursives leave out this clausa. The plain truth ifl that only itcenh/ 
copies of bad character, (with fci B C D at their head, and the Latin) 
have it in. No copy of the Syriac knows it. All this, however, 
must be reserved for another place. I was explaining why I flay 
little or nothing in these brief notes about the character of the 
test of any given codex. Those who cam to make real progress 
in these studies are respectfully assured that nothing short of 
minute and exhaustive collation can be of any real avail. And 
it must bo confessed that, there is no telling lu>w wearisome this 
task becomes, when one bus toiled all day and lias to confess at 
night that one hue taken nothing. The utmost I propose to myself, 
when X take an EvongeUnm into my hands for two or three 
hours, is to ascertain certainly whether it ifl of the neunl type; or 
whether it be an exceptional and extraordinary document. But,— 
(and this is the interesting circumstance)— I derive no certainty 
whatever from such n bundling of such a document, that it may 
net contain one or two extra ordinary readings. (I do not flay 
“ important ** readings: for I am thoroughly convinced that no 
reading can be of real importance,— I mean, has a chance of being 
true,—which is witnessed to exclusively by a very few copies, 
whether Uncial or cursive.) On the other hand, such extraordinary 
readings arc in the highest degree instructive; for they beat 
illustrate that most obscure problem,—the transmission of the 
sacred text. Nothing else are they, one and all, laltwittM’ they 
may happen io be found, but fragments of primitive error, 
repudiated by the Church (" a witness and a keeper of Holy 
Writ”J in lier corporate capacity ; but spared by the good pro. 
videiice of the Author of Script lire, for the use and edification of 
those who, id these last days, should make this department of 
sacred science their special study and so, ultimately intended 
for the confirmation of the faith, and for the highest benefit of all. 

Forgive me foe seeming to say such things to you. Bather are 
you the only student of my acquaintance who does not in the 
least require to be told snob things. Your writings, (which are 
not merely known an they deserve to be known,) arc one long 
exposition of the remarks I have been hazarding; and which 
seem to be required in the way of self-defence.

The boarded covers are sumptuously covered with velvet, lined 
with needlework, and adorned with sil ver.gilt plates. The writing 
io superb; two pictures of St. Luke (one before the Acts), and 
one of St. John, with illuminated headings of the Gospels. There 
was once, doubtless, Carp,, TaMes, and so forth : but the codex 
begins abruptly at Matthew!. 1 —all the antecedent matter having 
perished. The rUXu were written in gold letters on purple 
vellum. Here are iif%. i -tX, Arum, and _Eus. The last section in 
Matthew is 355 ; in Mark, 241* in Luke, 342; in John, 232. St. 

Luke's genealogy is in two columns. A vast number of short 
scholia are found throughout in the margin.

It was at first supposed that this is but a fragment of a lost 
MS,, ending abruptly, as it dose, with the last page of Galatians. 

But—(let the praise be his to whom it is due}—Mr. Guy, 

(the young American whose dovofcednesa to these studies I have 
already bad occasion to mention honourably,) was the first to 
detect (1875) that « B,M. Addit. 28,815 11 and a codex belonging 
to the Baroness Bardeit-Qouttg, (8-C. II. 4} f —which contains 
Ephes. to the Apocalypse, and was by the Baroness liberally pre¬ 
sented to the library of Sir RogeT Cholmely's School, Eigbgate,— 
together make up a complete copy of the entire Hew Teetament. 

It is deeply to be regretted that these two severed halves of one 
and the same codex cannot be preserved together. The Museum 
portion was purchased of Sir Ivor Guest in 1871: the latter 
portion of the codex was at about the same time imported from 
Janin&f in Epirus,—I quite long for the publication of your 
labours on the Baroness B a rdefcfc. Gantts' preclone literary acquisi¬ 
tions ; and so would many besides myself, if the public had the 
least idea of their interest aud imnortanoe. , 

l have only one more ctiravve opy to introduce to your notice. 

It has been recently added to our nation at col lection through the 
discernment and vigilance of 11. Maitude Thom pace, Esq,, keeper 
of the manuscript department,—a gentleman whom I cannot 
mention without begging to acknowledge the unfailing courtesy 
and help which all experience who resort to the treasures under 
his eepeoi&l care. 

Evan, 604, then, is Egerton 2,610—the most recent (and cer¬ 
tainly not the least precious) acquisition which the British

Dear Dr, Scrivener—I ended my last. letter with some ftocount 
of the February portion of a ls Menmm,” written by Ignatius, 
Metropolitan of Selybria, and by bins presented to his church in 
a.Dm 1431. You will readily enter into the surprise and pleasure 
which my nephew and I experienced yesterday, in the library at 
Ashburnbam House, on being shown some trtjffft of the same

writes) 41 a palimpsest leaf: on one of which, uncial writing,— 
probably fragment of an Evaugelinm/'—And now, to pass on. 

I am already, as you ere aware, in the position of one of 
those ancient scribes who, on approaching the end of their 
labours, arc observed to break forth into el mile,—the general 
purport of which is, that they feel as happy as the sailor whoa 
at last he get® within sight of shore. Matty more Evangelia 
remain to bo noticed ; but because none of them are available for 
reference like those which have been hitherto enumerated, it is 
clearly unreasonable to designate thorn individually by definite 
numbers, Of most of them nothing whatever is known but the 
fact thas they somewhere exist* while, of not a few, scarcely SO 
muoh aa that can be confidently predicated.

The library U a curious old apartment with a very anoicnfc 
inscription carved in wood above the door, the letters in relief, the 
ground being filled in with some dark gubalance. It records the 
builder, and implores those who use the library to remember him . 
As for the MSS., what can I eay P It would have taken me a 
week to make the Blightesfc approach to a catalogue of them. 
They look as if they had never been disturbed. Some are placed 
inconveniently high. Yon avail yourself of a crasy ladder, but 
are disgusted to find that every tome you lay hands qji brings 
down at least its two nearest neighbours with it. The volumes I 
examined contained portions of the works of Chrysostom, of 
Gregory a of John Damascene. It was idle appealing to 

the monks for guidance* They knew absolutely nothing at all 
about the matter* At last I spied a row labelled EvayyiA/av, and 
mounted the ladder- It was amusing as well as annoying to see 
how astonished nud suspicions the monks looked when they per¬ 
ceived that I had at fast subsided on the objects of toy search. 
Most of the volumes proved to be Evan gel isteria: but many wore 
copies of the Gospels proper* So I pulled these down, carried 
them to a table before the window, aud tried to puzzle them out. 
While thus engaged the monks kept tapping me on the shoulder t*— 
“Who are you?"—“ What are you?"—“Where do you come 
from?' 1 and so on. I assured them, on my honour, that I 
was nothing and nobodyj and that they would not know 
the place I came from, even if I were to tell them, A

Ye s: o a© of my dearee t fri ends/ 1 The wh ol e party were 
at no pains to disguise their astonishment. That admirable and 
enterprising scholar had visited their library, and testified the 
same interest and cariosity which they witnessed in your present 
correspondent. — I heard long after, that just two years before my 
visit (via., in 1859) Tiecbendorf had carried away Codex fcs from, 
the Convent of St. Catharine on Mount Sinai. But to resume. 

The $eve?T Evangelia which you apeak of (at p, 213) as mentioned 
by Lamy, seem wrapped in obscurity. The mystery will be cleared 
up some day*—About Dr, Askew’s fieo copies, bought by Lowes, 
the bookseller—(I refer again to your book, p, 213)—I have as yet 
been able to discover nothing* 

Thera will re main to bo nu inhered, when we know more about 
it, the Evflngelinm which is said (I dare say truly) to be at 
Toledo,^ Add, that a learned correspondent at Buda-Festh informs 
ma that there exists in the Lyceum in Preseburg (Hungary) 
" a 4fco. copy [x] with miniatures of the Evangelists," of which 
he promises mo further details in October,—‘At Boms I have 
reason to believe, (from an obliging communication sent mo by 
the learned librarian, H, Cozxa), that there are at this time many 
more sacred codices in the Vatican than cither Birch or Soholx 
has made known to us. If I obtain more details from Homo 
latsr in the year, bo sure that yon shall hear from mo again.

You see, the Gospel is divided mfo t'ersss,—every verso befog 
furnished with a capital letter, and beginning a fresh Hue- I 
compared the first Lection with St- John i* 1—17 (in my little 
pocket copy of Lloyd's Greek Testament) and found that the 
division of the first thirteen verses corresponded exactly: but 
ver. Id of the printed book makes two verses in the codex 
(■*d - - * * tipi* and x&} , - , . aknfotxf); while ver*15 
makea three; but verses 16 and 17 again correspond. 1 forgot to 
count the lines in a page, but suspect they are about twenty* By 
the way, the reading is BufW* (as usual) in ver.

At the 
beginning of the codex are seven truly exquisite illuminations of

illumination measures GJ by 5|fo*—I have nothing more to tell 
you about this grand volume, which is bound in the well-known 
* luxurious style, with (I think) ailver-gilt plates adorned with 
enamel* It is preserved in the Archbishop's room,'—together with 
a surprisingly miuuto copy of the Psalter, which really cannot 
be read without a lens* 


The patience of the old Sacristan (Totals) with whom I was 
left alone to inspect this codex, was exemplary* I gave him 
5 francs. In return, he gave me some sugar-plums and wanted 
me to drink some eau-de-vie of the Convent ont of his own private 
bottle* He wrote his name for me in my book,— <rKtet»<pvk*% 
B trdKtae [?} Ziwtrnr .—0 that 3 had known what I have 

learned since about MSS.,—(and yet ^at ie little enough 3). 
But at least I could have brought away an intelligent account of 
the snored codices in the Convent of St* Catharine. The result 
of my brief inspection of the Library of the Convent, I have sot 
down already. 

I dismiss this subject by calling attention to a note at 
p. 568 of U A Glossary of md Byzantine Oreek" by E* A, 
Sophocles (i860), which records a local tradition that this 
,f E%'wn$eli$fary in letters of gold was copied by the Emperor 
Theodosius*' 1 It shall but be remarked on this, that the "focal 
traditions 1 ' of Mount Sinai—as far as I became acquainted with 
them—are one and all so incredibly foolish, that (as in the osso 
of a certain Theory of Textual Criticism which shall be nameless) 
one is sorry for any historical foot wbfoh has to repose on such 
a foundation. What do you think of being shown first, the well 
at which Moses watered Jethro's flock ♦—then, the oh&pfd of the 
burning bmfo;—at list, the bumtfi^ tiusA itself (a small 
tree)—all within the Convent walls?

No. IK. 

To the flw. Prebendary Scrivener, D.O.L. 

Dear Dr. Sorivenor—I propose with tho present letter to bring 
my enumeration ot Codices of whatever sort to . 0.0 one. Not, by 
any insane, because the task which I may seam to have propped 
to myself at the outsat is by this time nearly accomplished, tor, 
in addition to Evangelia (or copies of tho fonr.fokl Gospel), and 
Evannelisteria (or Proper Lessons from the Gospels)(“besides 
these, there still remain of course, <«) copies of the AsSa <ma 
Catholic Epistles to be enumerated 1 as well as (b) of the Apisttes 
of St. Paid! and lastly, (c) of the Apocalypse. Add, (d) oopiee 
of the book called Apostolus, (i.c., Proper Lessons from the 
Epistles, chiefly of course St, Paul's) : as well ns copies of the 
Proxtypostolus ; which is tbs name given to the same volume where 
it contains in addition Lessons from the Acts and Oatliolio 
Epistles 1 —and it will be plain that I am not yet nearly out of 
tba wood.” 

But then it is not by any moans my present purpose to traverse 
exhaustively this vast field. To reduce the entire mass of 
Codices which have been silently aocnmulaUng within the last 
fifty years—since, in short, Sobol % numbered them—to symmetry 
and order, by assign log n definite number to each individual 
saored codes:, of whatever sort—is essentially your province ; and 
there is no living Englishman besides yourself who m, in all 
respects, competent to undertake it* The task ends for the 
demise of not a Httle taste and judgment. It requires the 
strictest accuracy, It demands also vast experience, an entire 
mastery of the subject, and familiarity with a hundred minute 
details ; without which, we shall in the end find ourselves landed 
in utter confusion ; seriously hindered in our progress,—not helped 

forward in the least. t . ... . 

On the other hand, it has at last become imperative that by 
somebody this task should be undertaken,—onoe for nil. W int 
I have individually aimed at has been an exhaustive enumeration 
of such additional Mvangelia and EvangeliMeri* as have ocme to 
light during the half-century which Juts elapsed since Sohota in 
his New Testament [1830-183$] published the result of his own 
labours. About all else I shall be wondrous brief,—not because I 
care leas, bat because I have so very much less to communicate. 
In tho meantime, I must, without more delay, fulGl the promise I 
made you so long since, (via., in my Vth letter),—to give you some 
account of the Evangelism which belongs to tho Earl of

Evan, m, " Ashburoham 204 ” [xiii] is (I regret to say) 
nothing else bat a mutilated fragment. Beginning in tho middle 
of St* Matthew xxv, 32-5, 40,-lt is only continuous from the 
41et verse. Bt. Mark, beginning at i. 4 and defeoli ve throughout, 
ia lost after xv. 47St. Luke is loat after xxiv. 48. Of St. 
John there is but i. 1 to il 4, In short, Evan.JhHje & piteous 
fragment,—brought from Greece by the Earl of Aberdeen, from 
whose sale it passed into the library of its present possessor. It 
has evidently met with very ill usage,—partly perhaps because 
it was never quite finished* There is literally no heading what¬ 
ever to Bt. Luke's Gospel, but a blank space left, The codex

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(a) Under the head of Acts and Catholic Epistles then, 
the last of Scholz’ numbers which I propose to retain is 
“Acts 181.” Why we should be invited to regard' “ 182 ” as the 
designation of two copies of the Acts.and Epistles, octavo size, 
which Scholz says he saw at Patrnos,—one of the twelfth 
the other of the thirteenth century,-—I see not: especially 
since Coxe relates that he also saw two oopies there; but that 
both were of folio size,—and of the eleventh and twelfth 
centuries: one of them being furnished with a marginal 
commentary. Coxe was a more trustworthy observer of such 
phenomena than Scholz, and may even more aafely be followed. 
But in fact such memoranda (for they do not pretend to be more) 
■honld be treated as memoranda only. I rejoice to hud that we 
are sufficiently at one on this bead. I propose therefore that wo 
postpone all further reference to Scholz’e nine codices (No. 182 
to 189 s^c), and substitute for them your own a sct , b scr , c BCr , d*", 
© BCr , f ,cr , g 1 * 1 , k«*. The three next (No. 190, 191, 192), because 
they are WaWs xxxiv, xxxviii, and xxxvii, may fairly be allowed 
to retain their places. Acts 193 would then he Wake xii (a oodex 
of the whole New Testament) ^wbioh was thoroughly collated by 
yourself in 1884, and has been already numbered “492 ” for the 
Gospels. 

I propose next in order to introduce (and to designate as Acts 
194 to 197) the four codices which I inspected in North Italy in 
1872—viz., one at Ferrara (of the whole New Testament); two at 
Modena; and one at Mi law,* After these, will come Sir T. 
Phillipps’s 7681 (a grand folio in double columns, dated A.D. 
1107) which you mention at p. 235 of your “Introduction,” 
Then, his 7682 (of the whole New Testament) already numbered 
“ 631 ” for the Gospels. And then, his 1284 (of all the New 
Testament except the Apocalypse) already numbered for the 
- Gospels fl 527." These will be Severally Acts 198,199, 200, 

You would of course specify next (viz,, Acts 2Qi) the Strtur, 
burg Codex,—mentioned by yourself at p, 235*6. Tory painful 
to me> by the way, is it to have to tell yon that tills Codex (as 
well as Evan. 431) is locally believed to have perished 
in 1870. The librarian (M. Baruch), in reply to my inquiries, 
writes,—” Cette BibHoth&quo touts entire a 4fcd la proie des 
flam me g pendant las eveuemenfcs du si&ge de Strasbourg an 1870, 
Rien de tout ce que la Bibliotheque contenaib au moment de 
Tembrasement n’a efce sauve.”

The three Bodleian copies will follow,—already indicated by 
yourself at p, 236 of your “ Plain Introductjan.* 7 Then, Limy's 
codicesthen, MuraWfl ;—and then, the Uvwta Parham copies. 

After these, will come the three copies of the Acts, and the . 
two oopies of the Catholic Epistles, which belong to the BaronesB 
Burdett-Coutts. Also, the Oodex Zittaviensis. At *

Hose* Its proper designation is “ Woodhouse 13/ 1 bat yon will 
assign to it any special permanent number you may see fit. This 
same codex was offered for sale at Sotheby's in 1869, 1872 and 
1875. It consists of 244 loaves,—the last (which ends at St* 
Jude ver. 20) being mutilated* The Acte begins at fol. U, being 
preceded by sundry tables of Leo Lions* The present copy is 
furnished with Wtf* «*$. v/tA. riA-: retains its original oak 
boards [xiiiP] | and is very nicely and. carefully written* The 
pages happily have never been cropped* But the codex itself has 
suffered greatly From HI u*age* and the text from the assiduity of 
more than one unskilful eioffarm* From its faded ornamenta¬ 
tion, executed in lake, E nm persuaded that it was produced some¬ 
where in the Levant.

Yon know 
already all the codices of the Acts in onr great National Collec¬

One of the 
pages has been exquisitely exhibited in foo-simile by the Pal mo- 
graphical Society (;p?ate 84).

It only remains to mention that Schulz saw 2 copies at

(b) The actual enumeration of Codices of St. Paul's Epistles, 
in Hko manner, will bo suspended after No. 221. As you best 
know, Paul 222 and 223,-225 and 226,—are simply non-exirtent; 
mere blunders of Scholz. These four places will have to be filled 
up first. On the other hand. No. 224, and again Nos. 227 to 230 

inclusive are five preoccupied numbers: as are also Nos. 238 to 
242 inclusive : and Nos. 244 to 248. There remain, therefore, in 
all, taJtffl vacant numbers which require to have as many copies 
of St* Paul's Epistles assigned to them: viz., 222—3; 225—6: 
231*—7: £43* You will know best how to fill up these .twelve 
vacant niches. 
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But I cannot find that you have yet noticed “ Milan N* 272 
whioli is there described aa “ S* Pauli Epistola*, cum notia 
marginalibuB^*—and which I mentioned to you as long ago 
Jan. 24, 1873.—Let me also remind you that, in the name letter, 
I mentioned two copies of the Catena of Nicetas on the Hebrews

St, Paul's Epistles ,— u D. 611 inf” I am unable to disco vcr f m j 
reason why Catenae on St* Paul's Epistles should not be reckoned 
ns Copies,—provided only that they exhibit the Apostle 1 ® text { n 
full; or, at least, very nearly in full* 

In addition to several oi os s. references,— (a system of notation 
by the way which I wish had never been introduced, but which 
I fear it is impossible bow to abolish),—I hare but to tall you 
further of a single copy in our National Collection, whieh SO emB 
to have escaped your vigi lance. I refer to ft Arundel 534 : T1 ^ a 
email folio, being Theopbylacfc on St. Paul's Epistles, written on 
418 Jeaves of paper, ;it was ouce the property of the Royal 
Society;—the gift of Henry Howard, Dube of Norfolk,— A^, for 
a fresh second reference, Mr, Rosa’s copy of the Aota and the 
Epistles, described above ; and niy budget is exhausted. 

It only remaine to mention (in addition to the Codex ZJtta- 
vieosia) that Schote saw 2 copies of “Paul” at Jerusalem : 
6, at St* Saba : 2, at Patinos. Coxe,—besides the 5 at St, Subs,— 
saw 4 copies at Jerusalem : 3, at Patmodi 3, at Cairo* I will not 
repeat what I said above, concerning copies of “ Acts and cha 
Catholic Epistlea*” * 

May* I be allowed to suggest in passing, (and the suggestion 13 
neither new nor mietimed,) that although our existing and 
esf ab lCs?(«d cross-refereuces, b ow ever in oon venien t an d \ ierpl a x i ug, 
cannot perhaps, thus late in the day, be got rid of, without 
inevitably introducing into the study a greater amount of con* 
fusion than the attempt would remedy j—we shall nut perhaps 
be acting unreasonably if we desist from persevering any fember 
in the same method of notation?—It should perhaps he explained 
for the benefit of snob of my readers as are strangers to the 
subject, that, according to onr present method, a codex of the 
whole Now Testament,— ( fi Evan. 318 ” for example,)—is also 
numbered “Acts 65/* “Paul 57/' “Apou 33.”

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Arrived io England again, I have} the Ipleaaave tc introduce to 
yoor notice a copy of the Prax apostolus (in the Blenheim library, 

<fc 3. 0* 12 ”) , which was presented to Charles, Duke of Mar thorough, 
in 1738, by Thomas Payne, M.A., Chaplain to the British Factory 
at Constantinople, and Archdeacon of Brecon. This code* once 
belonged to the metropolitan church of the ancient city of 
Eeraoloia in Thrace, on, the Propontis. Xbia&JLpe old quarto, 
written in a single column, and containing lessons Fur every day 
in the week* Unfortunately, it is mutilated at the end ; but I can 
only characterise it as a charming specimen. This I propose to 
designate " No. 52." 

The seventeen palimpsest leaves in Evan. 561, described In 
my Yth letter, claim a place in the present enumeration. They 
belong to an uncial Apostolus of the eighth or ninth century. 
For reasons to be assigned in my next (which will be ray con¬ 
cluding letter), I veotnre to designate these as f A post. 43- 11 
Not so sure do X feel concerning the contents of Evst. 258, 
(Sari. 5581). I am referring to n oodex briefly described in the 
Ylllth of my present series of letters. But wo shall not err, if wo 
determine to make “ No. 53 " a haven uf refuge for fragmentB of 
Codices of the class we are just now considering. To Lbia number 
therefore, (viss*, to No, 53)* I assign the four lesson b from tho 
Epistles in your own (p* 261) : as well tta whatever in " Evat. 
258” is of the same description* Certain leaves deHoribefl by 
Tischeudorf as written In uncials, should (l think) be rather 
referred to tl No* 43.” Bat y<m know best* 

Mural 1*8 n Evat. ” (Introd. p. 209), will be our « Pros* 54." 
Nos, 55, 56, and 5S being preoccupied numbers, Lambeth 1190* 
1191, 1194, 1195, 1196, (ibid, p. 269), will be severally “ Prax. 
57, 59, 60, 61, 62* The copy written over the palimpsest P (pp* 
ISO and 269) will be f ‘ Prax. 63." Bentley's fo&t codex (iinrf*) 
cl aims to be remembered as 14 Pmx* 64.”

Lastly, I have to state that tta British Museum has recently 
acquired a Pius apostolus, dated a.el 1306, which is known in our 
national collection as " Addit. 29714 but, to ray regret, 1 have 
not hitherto been able to End leisure to examine it* Thia will be 
“Pea x.68.” 

Tho six copies which jjSeltoIx] saw at St. Suba will, as usual, 
close tho account. 

And this exhausts my budget. One more abort letter will bring 
the present series to a close*— I am sorry that my comma mcatiotae 
should have boon so wondrous dry. But it has been inevitable.

BACKED GREEK CODICES AT HOME AND ABROAD. 

No. X. 

To the Rev . Prelendary Scrivener, D.C>L~ 

Dear Dr. Scrivener—In my preceding letter I conclnded my 
enumeration of Baored Codices of whatever kind :—dealing in a 
summary manner with four classes of manuscripts; partly 
because I had so little to say concerning them that is new, or 
that ifl not fully known to yourself already : partly becatifie I 
desire t-o interfere as little as possible in a province which you 
have already so eonspicuouslj m sda your own. A very useful work 
will have been effected when the whole of our multitudinous 
materials shall have been reduced to order, and made available 
for reference : bub the chief part of the undertaking will have 
been aohieved when our manuscript helps towards the establish¬ 
ment of the text of the fourfold Gospel have been carefully ascer¬ 
tained,—their respective localities indicated,—and a number 
assigned to each aeveml specimen. 

(1) This part of the subject may bo dismissed when it baa been 
pointed out that BnalSby in the present inquiry is neither to be 
attained, nor to be wished for. As the years roll out, more and 
yet more Codices will inevitably come to light. Our insular 
resources are not yet nearly exhausted. In many of the libraries 
of Europe diligent search hag yet to be made. I euspeot that in 
many parts of Turkey unsuspected treasures are even now lying 
bid. Not one of the monasteries of the East, as we have Been, 
has been as yet satisfactorily explored : some of them have not 
even been so much as visited hitherto by any one competent to tell 
UB what they contain. Scholz, in 1830, by extraoidinary diligence, 
was enabled to enumerate in all 469 Evangelia and 180 Evan- 
geUsfceria. In the present aeries of Letters, un rube re have been 
assigned to 60S Evangelia and 2$5 Evangelisterio. But then, {for 
reasons fully explained already}, we have not taken into onr 
account 20 of Scholls "Evaim./ 1 aor 23 of his u Evsl.i.” la the 
room of those 20, we are able to show 69; and in the room of 
those 23, we point to 25. So that at present the figures will be 
found to stand somewhat as follows :— 

(a) Evangelia known in ... 1830,-469. 

. 1882,-674. 

(t) Evangelisteria known’in 1830,—180. 

. . 1882,-310, 

In other words—allowing for, vacant numbers, &c.,—our codices 
of the Gospels, which in the year 1830 were estimated at 649. are 
discovered to fall Bbort of 1000 by only 16 in the August of 1882. 
I venture to say they will have exceeded 1000 before Christinas. 
I further freely permit myself to hope that our manusciipb 
resources will become half as many more in the course of the 
next hundred years. 

But in the meantime we can only look for progress in this, as 
in every other department of human learning, by individual 
observation and united endeavours. May I be permitted to nak 
the favour at the hands of any who care for these pursuits, and 
to whom the present series of Letters has afforded any measure 
of gratification, that they will communicate to me the where¬ 
abouts of any Baored Greek Codices which may come to their 
knowledge, either at home or abroad ? There -must exist in many 
private libraries individual specimens of high interest and 
importance, of which, nevertheless, nothing is generally known,— 
partly, because there are none to inquire after their existence; 
and partly because there are so few to care for the fact when it 
has been aecertained. Wilt not those also who visit foreign 
libraries be persuaded to make inquiry of llie Librarian^,— (moat 
obliging as well as most intelligent I have ever found them to 

to what recent acquisitions they have made in this 
department? But it must always be carefully explained that it 
is Greek sacred Codices that we are inquiring after; and au 
effort should always be made actually to inspect the document,—• 
however incompetent a traveller may feel himself to report satis¬ 
factorily concerning *its contents. 








































































































Iliad intended in this concluding Letter to giv© yon it somewhat 
fuller account oF certain of the Codies© which I yvAfl the firnt to 
introduce to general notice in 1873 and 1874.

(2) There exist, then, on the one hand, a vest many more cnndh 
dates Tor admission into our lists of sacred Codices,— (« EvuiirkUb/' 
c< Acts/' u Paul,” ^ 0 .) than (to ;speak ;plainly); can po&aibly be 
admitted. It iy unreaftouable, on the very face of it, to mmign 
equal external importance to hair.a-dozou tattered leaves of nn 
Evangehurn, and to such a document aa E*mi* 33, or 69, or 604, 
Some of these objects nro the merest fragments : — or are nl terly 
destitute of interest :- or their present Uc\is almost defies 
definition* And jet, such things (some of them at all even tn) 
are too preoions to be lost flighted idtugeUier. This then, cm the 
one hand. 

On tho other hand, there are at least thirty vacant places in our 
fleveral lists which want filling up. I am not, of course, recom¬ 
mending that wa imitate Sc hob, in hie treatment of Acta 56/■ 

f/'? &9j”"“Tischeudorf and Tregelle©, in their treatment of 

Acts 61. All that kind of thing introduces endTees confusion 
intoi tho study, and reeoUn in nothing but perplexity and incon¬ 
venience. Thus, I would on no account get rid of "Paul 66 ” or 
" 181/'or " 1S3,”—until wo know a va*t deal more about the 
Contents of each. Bat nine© in the list, of Evangelia (forexample) 
the numbers 321, 32 % 325, 327, 328, 441, 142 have certainly been 
bestowed by Seholfc through sheer inadvertence on non-entities, 
I cannot but think that we aha II do well to proceed in some 
way to utilise those numbers. Nay, it is surely high time that 
such an occupant as " Evan. 203 " were superseded.— To be brief, 
I propose that io future we till up vacant numbers with such 
cognate fragments as I began by describing. When these 
multiply to an inconvenient extent, they may be dcaicnatad 
Evan. 321 a, 321 n, &o. 

IVbat think yon then of assigning to one of tho vacant places 
among the E v angel ia, a mannsoEipt of tho Baroness Burdott- 
Coutts in which you may with good reason feel interested, — 
which you inform ns (p, 222) oontait.s the 
JHapm)£ca£ and the Befltfdiriutf?—Another cnnclidate for similar 
notice will ba parts of Bnvnco.

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will remember that, as yet, the sole occupant of the last-named 
Dumber is “Addit. 11868,°—which [represents 3 whole leaves 
from the beginning, and 2 leaves together with 2 half-leaves from 
the end t of St* Matthew [x or xi] T exquisitely written,] 

But then, besides;all these unlmppv fragments, there exists at 
Yen ice a splendid Catena on the first nine chapters of Sfc. 
Matthew's Gospel, which I described to yon ina letter dated 
* December, 1673, and which yeti refer to at p, 220 nf your 

fa trod u ctio n ^ Ala O) an unnumbered Catena on St, Luke in found 
in the same library, described in the same letter. Also, at 
Modena there is a late dopy of Victor of Antioch's com mom ary 
on St. Mark {January 22, 1873). Barely you may find room for 
these things in some of the vacant niches of the Evnngeha! 
I cannot conceive why a Catena, or any other commentary on the 
Gospels, should not he reckoned as an Evangelism, - provided 
only that the snored Text is Found duly introduced therein, and 
set down (or very nearly set down) in h^nmo. 

Next, there are sc vend vacant numbers in our actual list of 
** Evangelisteria ,J also,— (nwie at least, viz., Nos. 38, 39, 59, 63, 
112,143, 1-17, 148, 14U)—which may hereafter he filled up with 
fragments in a similar way.-^Lefc mo suggest that just a 
few undo? leaves, requiring a nnmber, may bo reckoned and 
described under "Ever, 163,° or tmder « Evst. 199°: and that 
several fragments iu cursive writing may be allowed to take 
refuge under the shelter of “Evst. 200,° or of ** Evsfr 2G2/* 
The Lesson in Seidel's codex ( <f Acta 42"),—and theLesBons from 
the Gospels in "Apoet, 15° and "Apost. 24," [Pfafii Mwdm* 
tion, p. 263] may reasonably be referred (in the exercise of your 
own better judgment) to euoh places as any of these. 

There will, of course, in like manner, be certain places of 
“Acts" to be filled up ( e.g Nos. 110, 112, 152):—others of 
“Paul,"—viz, Nos. 222 and 3, 225 and 6 :—one certainly of 
i( Apostolus" (No. 43),—but of this I spoke in my last Letter. 
With a view to filling up some of these Incnnes, you will wish to 
be reminded of “ Addifc. 11859 M and “ 1186C ” (from the Butler 
Collection), which are portions of a Rituale [xv] written over an 
earlier text [xiiip] of partB of the New Testament. Among these 
is St. James iv. 1—16 and St. Jnde ver. 4—15.—I must also not 
fail to tell yon of “ Addifc. 19392 a."—which contains a frag¬ 
ment of St. James (i. 1—23),—two leaves most exquisitely written 
(xi or xii), with a commentary in the margin. This fragment is 
bound up with Evst. 262 (Addifc. 17370), 

But I venture to suggest that, in every such instance, a very 
exact record should invariably be retained,—(probably in a 
footnote, to avoid confusion,) — of what had been. The history, 
I mean, of that particular number ehonld always be related. 
And now to pass on to a different subject. 

(3.) Next, then, for ft few words on certain of the Evangelia at 
Rome. Having waded through the In tier* press at the end of 
BianchinPs great work (Etwwu Quadr, voL ii. Part i.), T may as 
well furnish you with some of the results. Yon will find that he 
describes Evan. S (Vat. 354), at pp. 504 and 571; and exhibits a 
specimen, in plate vi. after p. 492.—Next (p. 505), he notices 
Evan. 145 (Vat. 1548): and then describes in the same page, 
Evan. 157 (Urbin. Vat. 2),—both of which he figures in the same 
plate vi.—Next, you will find that Philip Vitali (“ Rmnanus hioro- 
tnonachus S. Basilii Magni ") in a letter to Bianchini which begins 
at p. 506, undertakes to give some account of the principal 
Basilian sacred Codices. Accordingly, lie describes Evan. 169 at 
p. 530-1, and gives a specimen in facsimile in the plate which 
faces p. 527. 







































































































Eeaih 170 is described (with apebtirien) at p. 633-4, From St. 
Lake ivl 0 to the end of St. John is by another scribe who chiVIu 
himself &yyi\9t turns. —Brno, 171 ia described (with specimen) at 
p. 5345.—The contents of Evan, 172 (also with specimen) are 
minutely given by YltaH at p, 520-30. Tins copy (full. 218) 
supplied Bianchini with the effigies of the Evangelists which lie 
introduces at the end of each of the Gospels reprinted from the 
Yercelli Codex oP the old Latm. I learn with regret from M. CozsiiL 
that the Greek portion of this same Evangeliuin (Valiioell F. 90 ) 
is indeed lost. Evan. 173, (which from the specimen in Tab, in. 
must be of the xith century,) is described at page 516.—Evan. 
174 (dated the 4th hour of Monday, 7 September, a n. 1052) 
was the work of one Constantine: — ypatplv ha K^vrr 

[ avrivov~\ kfjLaprM'kou »«/ ratfuvov a n7r (?) olxcov (.Sic) tv -reXu 

rafitpvw ,—whatever that may mean : but ic certainly dues not 
mean “ tabarnis habitana/’ —as Soholz. with his accustomed 
slovenliness, represents. “The mention of the Prefect of 
Calabria”—(remarks M. Cozza—in allusion to the last words of 
the foregoing inscription, viz., trap£v (?) tSj? hytpovtas Ttvpyika, 
tffttmtytu KakxfipU ;)—“affords good reason for believing that this 
Codex (viz., Basil 41) is of Calabrian origin. The greater part 
of the Basilian MSS. now in the Vatican ” (he adds) “ are from 
Calabria.” What need to point out to such an one as yourself 
that we have here one of those precious hints which are especially 
desiderated in inquiries like the present? I shall consider that a 
distinct step in advance has been taken as soon as we are able to 
assign our cursive Codices, with anything like confidence, to 
different regions of ancient Christendom. 

Evan. 175 is elaborately described by Yitali at pp. 519—21, and 
a specimen is given in Tab. iii.—Evan. 176 is Baid to contain an 
extraordinary text. Vital! says it begins at St. Matthew x. 22 
and ends at St. John i. 40. He describes ft in p. 518 and gives a 
specimen in Tab. iv\—Evan. 177, with very remarkable pictures, 
is described at p. 625. Of this Codex, no facsimile is given.— 
Evan. 17S was once (like Cod. L of the Acts) in the library o! 
Cardinal Passkmei. It consists of 272 leaves, and in described 
at p. 561,—being figured in the plate facing p. 560,—Evan. 179 
(consisting of 219 leaves) is not figured. Vitali’s description of 
it is at p. 562—3. The last five leaves are by a different hand. 
Fol. 219, which is illegible, is followed by a Synaxarium on paper, 
of twenty-nine leaves.—Evan. 394 (Valiioell. E. 17), containing 
the whole New Testament, is described at p. 531, but is nowhere 
figured. I spoke of this Codex in my first Letter. It consists of 
350 leaves : on the last of which the writer’s name (iVh^awA, 
Upius o Ktohohros), and the date, appear. 
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Then, for the Evangelists rift,— +Evst. 35 (Vatic* 351) [ix] is 
described at p. 504; the /ac^mle being so pi. V. after p. 492.— 
+Eveh 36 (Vat* 1067) [ix] t is described at p* 503 f mid figured on 
the iiird plate j—a grand codex certainly,—03vat, 123 (Vat. 1522) 
fix], ia described at p. 504, and figured on the ivt;h plate, 
another grand codex,—Evat. 324 (Vat. 1S>S8> Basil* 27) [xi1 s 
and Evsfc* 125 (Vat. £017, Basil- 56) [xi],—are both doeoub^ at 
p. 518 and figured on plate bird. The latter Coder contains a 
memorandum of the death (12 Oct. 1345) end burial of a lady tiamfd 
Conatautia,—In the same plate ie Been a /ae*simiZe of Evsfc.

(but far more telly at p. 624), and is figured on the ivth plats 
after p* 492* It consists of 178 leaves, and la mutilated at either 
end ■ pp- 119 to 178 being the work of a more ancient scribe.— 
Evsfc. 156 (Vallioell* B* 4 1 ) [xi] is described at p, 527-9, and 
figured on the plate which faces p* 627* It must be one of 
the most superb and extraordinary specimens of calligraphy and 

ancient painting in the world* About thirty of the pictures with 
Tvbioh it is adorned are enumerated and described. It consists of 
3S0 leaves. You will share my concern at learning from M* 
Cosza that this Codex is still missing* , 

You may like further to bo reminded that "AuU 160' is 
described at p. 522, and a specimen ia given on plate Hi*—I will add 
that Acts 166 (ValUeeH* B* 86) is elaborately discussed at p* 535 -8, 
and is figured with Evairn. 170 and 171. It consist* of 255 
leww -one leaf of paper, at the beginning, supplying ( he place 
of a lost leaf of the original* This Codex is the work of two 
scribes : one of whom inscribes his name ( p I*ae*ifc jV**"*X<«} at 
p, 351,—the other, (ri^y«; * ’HA«E) r at p* 228*—L of the 
Acts, described at p. 564, in figured in the plate facing p* 560*— 
Apoc. B* (Basil 105) in described at p*\&H-and figured id 
plain iv* after p. 504* 

It only remains to mention that at p. 503, Vi tali describes a 
copy of St- Luke with Theophylact’e Commentary, and figures it 
in the plate facing 560*—In the same pnge he describes a copy of 
St. Paul's Epistle to tbe Romans, [A,a 963] with Chrysostom's 
Commentary, and figures it in the same plate. If we assign 
numbers te these two Codices, they may reasonably occupy two 
of our vacant niches* I overlooked them before* Both are 
spoken of as having once existed in the library of Curd!cat 
Passionei; the latter is numbered “ 68*”—About Evan* 47,— 
18S,~iwia Praxapoat* 49, I have told you already 
in my enumeration of Codices hitherto overlooked by 
the critics * . * And so much,—orjather, so little,—for the 

treasures in the Vatican,—concerning which it is greatly to be 
deplored that we arc still so utterly in tlm dark. 
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(4) Rat in truth, in whichever direction we turn our eyes, we 
are made painfully aware— ao many of us, I menu, as ha to at all 
made these studies our delight—that in every quarter it aeema e is 
iJ everything still remained to he done, In mi age bo boastful 
fts the present of its intellectual prog* ess, one can but ask— 
Where are the men who are making anj part of this ample 
field their own? Dow cornea it to pass that the dialects of Upper 
and Lower Egypt—not to say the Gothic, the Ethiopia, the 
Armenian 1 angnages—are eo universally neglected by our 
Boholara? And if it W replied that such achievements must of 
necessity be reserved for very few,—well but, where are those few P 
Why at. least ere no scholars found, at the end of so many 
years, to revise the text of certain of tho more important and 
worst edited of the ancient Fathers? Epiphanies and Gregory 
of Nyesa, more than any, cry aloud for this kind of help. And 
the task really demands nothing beyond a fair amount of scholar, 
flbip and a moderate degree of enthusiasm. Certain Catena*, which 
Still remain In mnnnscript, would abundantly repay editorial labour. 
Not a few Patristic remains are yet lying u eg lee ted in the 
libraries of Europe,—every one of which would give ub an 
appreciable lift. Scholars who can find leisure for nothing else 
might at least construct exhaustive indexes of the New Testament 
quotations in certain of the chiefest of the ancient Fathers. All, 
if they would, might contribute something. 

But the most direct help to Textual Criticism ia to be looked 
for at the hands of those who will beat the pains to rotate. If my 
ability were but commensurate with my desires, I would train 
and aend out at once twenty or thirty intelligent young men to the 
Libraries of Atbos and Meteora,—St. Saba and Jerusalem,— 
Patmos. Constantinople and Cairo,—who should bring ns back 
exact collations of every principal sacred Codex which exists in 
any of those several repositories. This would be a nobler under¬ 
taking than trying to persuade the Monks to surrender their 
treasures.—And while such an enterprise aa I have been describing 
wan being carried out in the East, 0 that it were in one*s power 
to employ about five times as many experts on the libraries of 
France and Italy, Germany and Spain 1 We should make 
appreciable progress in this province of sacred Science,—should 
make not a few extraordinary discoveries,— could such a dream 
be realised. 

Can none be found, at least here at home, to collate with care_ 

say, a hundred copies of the New Testament? The ability aud 
necessary sol ml a rehip ox lets in perfection among ns, to my oormin 
knowledge. Happy shall I think myself if my words may 
provoke any to imitate your example,—who, single-handed' have 
done mote in this department,—and dons it better ,—than has uv«r 
been done by Englishmen before. Vivas H valeas^et wmferas /
